1. (currently amended): A biodegradable inhalable microparticle 

composition useful for the target specific drug delivery to manage pulmonary tuberculosis, said 
composition comprising two anti-tubercular drugs, and a biodegradable polymer for drug 
delivery wherein the ratio of drug(s): polymer is from about 1:2 to 2:1, and-wherein the two anti- 
tubercular drugs are used in-thea ratio of about 1 :2 to 2: 1 .

3. (currently amended): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 
1, wherein the drugs are selected from a group consisting of comprising Rifabutm Rifabutin , 
Rifapentine, Rifampicin, Isoniazid, pyrazinamide and ethambutol. 

4. (currently amended): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 
1, wherein the drugs are in pr e f e rred ^ combination of Rifabutin and Isoniazid. 

5. (original): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
polymer is selected from a group comprising polyglycolic'acid, polylactic acid, poly(lactic acid- 
co-glycolic acid), polysebacic anhydride, polycaprolactone or mixtures thereof. 

6. (currently amended): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 
1 , wherein the preferred polymer is polylactic acid. 

7. (currently amended): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 
1, wherein the size of the microparticles is ranging between 1-15 micron microns . 
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8. (previously presented): The microparticle composition as claimed in claim 
1, wherein at least 90% of the microparticles are of size less than 10 microns.
